A petitlon by Basant Singh, money- 
lender, for the administration of the 
eatate in bankruptcy of ‘the Inte Mr, 
William Plitondrigh ‘wax ‘granted by 
the Chief Justice after peti~ 
tloner had necepted his Lord- 
ship's .offer made. to 
last week to .take judgment for 
$1,000 and costa In full settlement of 
three actlons for a total of $3,000. 


It will be recalled that his Lordship 
made the offer after pelitioner had 
ndmitted ho separated. tho: * three 
actions for the purpose of splitting 
the costs, If tho offar was refused, 
the other alternative . would | have 
been to. annul all three actions: and 
leave the petitioner to his remedy on 
the promissory notes, = 2 |. 


Appearing for the petitioner, Mr. 
M.A. da Silva said his client had 
considered hig ‘Lordship's offer and 
hod: decided ‘to accept it. As $550 
bad already been paid, the petitioner 
was still entitled to $450 under these 
three actlons. 5 


' There was another judgment of 
$940, and on being cross-examined 
by the OMclal Recelver (Mr. F. By 
Prentls) as to this, petitioner sald he 
could not remember exactly how 
much it was but it was more than 
$1,000. : 


Mr. Prentls: You sald at .the Inst 
heoring that it wan $940, that It 
should have been $700 and that your 
sollcitor hnd added the Interests by 
mistake? 


Petitioner: What 1 sald was that 
my sollcitor had made a mistake by 
claiming for $1,000. It should not 
have been so much. 


-You sald it should have been 
$7007—When I toole out the action 
My.. Pittendrigh asked me why J was 
suing for so much. I realised my 
mistake nd there and’ then ‘I 
lent him the difference, whereupon 
he consented to judgment, 


His Lordship: In ‘other words 
though he owed you only $700 you 
sucd him for $940 and later lent him 
the balance?—Yes. 


Further questioned by the OMclal 
Receiver, Basunt Singh sald he kept 
no records of any of the transactions 
he had inentioned. He apereed it was 
a practice of moncy-lenders to double 
the amount Jent when. there was no 
security, but he did not do this in 
the case of Mr. Pittendrigh as he was 
a pood’ friend, : 

Mr. Prentis: If he was a yood 
friend why did you sue him?— 

He himself: advised'me to do it so 
that he could pay by instalments, 

His Lordship granted the petition 
after remarking: that the judgment 
was for $700 and not $940.
